A War Of Ato mic Strateg v 


What the world needs at this instant in 


’it.s troubled affairs is a new Karl von 


naiLsewntz. to tell it about the strategy of 


atomic maneuver, as the great Prussian stu­ 


dent of warfare told it about the grand 


strategy of his era. 
President Kennedy has declared that the 
United States will exercise its right to carry 
on atomic explosions to match the Soviet 
Union’s explosions whenever it believes there 
i.s .something to be gained. 
He has assured nations without capacity 
to stage such demonstrations that the Unite<! 
States will be more careful than the Rus­ 
sians have been. But the net impact of his 
declaration is to deepen the impression of 
nonatomic nations that they are trapped be- 
hveen two great atomic powers in a contest 
already in progress. 
It is not like the saber-rattling of former 
times, which was harmless as long as the 
sabers were only rattled 
and not 
used 
Nuclear explosions in the atmosphere are of 
direct concern to all human beings within 
range of the radioactive material dispersed 
Into the earth's atmosphere 


TO TAI-L the. explosions 
‘‘tests’’ 
is 
a 
euphemism that does not conceal the fact the 
testing has a deadly purpose. It is as if the 
Axis Powers had carried on such large-scale 
"testing” of po’Lson gas in 19 40 that the 
British. French and .American gas-warfare 
experts had been forced to release compar­ 
able quantities of poison gas to prove they 
were not going to come out second best in 


a showdown. 
Fortunately, this wa.sn’t done Gas was of 


such a nature that testing it would have-been 
foolish. Its release in significant quantities 
might have been fatal to the te.sters. Gas 
would not have discriminated between friend 
and foe. 
There is no difference between the radio­ 
activity of atomic blast.s. either. 
The United States cannot claim that its 
hazards are negligible and that only the 
Soviet Union creates serious hazards. It 
can say it intends to be more careful, but 
that will be limited assurance when the Rus­ 
sian propagandi.sts pet through with it and 
the neutralists who kept their mouths shut 
about Ru.s,sian "test.s” squeal in consterna­ 
tion about U.S. “test.s.” 


THIS IS a kind of war 


It is the saber-rattling of the mid-20th cen­ 
tury — but deadly in its new form 
Perhaps thermonuclear bombs are too ter­ 
rible ever to be used directly, but are they 
being used indirectly to bend the will of 
governments and their citizen,s? . 
A Von Clausewitz could understand this 
and describe it. He could build a new school 
of military studies on it. 
Lacking a genius to see it whole, we who 
are affected and could be destroyed can try 
only to see its emerging patterns. 
A w'ar of atomic strategy is being fought. 
It IS being called "te.sting.” Whether it 
is testing only atomic fission, fusion, trigger­ 
ing devices and the like or also the will of 
mankind to resist i.s the question. 
If the 
latter is included, there can be no doubt 
that militarists have moved in 
ahead of 
technologists — that it’s not bombs being 
tested but nations. 


Go o d Luck To I' Thaiit 


The thing the late Dag Hammarskjö ld 
feared most as secretary-general of 
the 
United Nations is still gnawing at his siic- 
eessor, U Thant of Burma. 
It is the bad habit the major powers, es­ 
pecially the U nit^ States, have formed of 
dumping insoluble problem.s on the United 
Nations, then snarling at it for failure to 
come up with easy solutions. 
The United Nations ran be no more than 
the sum of its members' detenmnation to 
make its charter meaningful. It has 
no 
separate will or power of its own. If its 
members lack the collective will to use it 
to guarantee their collective security 
it 
mu.st fail—and failure will not be its fault. 
Dag Hammarskjö ld was in trouble lie- 
eause he tried to make the United Na­ 
tions assert itself strongly — more strongly 
than some of it.s powerful members wanletl 
it to assert itself. He was under fire for his 
assertivene.>;s as its executive agent in deal­ 
ing with the Congo problem of revolt in 
Katanga Province. 
U Thant will come under the same kind 
of fire if he tries to be a strong secretary'- 
general.

but the American broadcasts have 
been timid, and. indeed, instruc­ 
tions were issued a few years ago 
to keep the Voice of America 
from expressing a n y 
opinions 
of its own. 
The attitude of the diplomats 
in the State Department is al­ 
ways inclined toward soft pedal­ 
ling strong expressions and the 
tendency is to use the po l i t e 
phrases of diplomacy. 
This has lieen changed somc- 
w'hat recently but not enough for 
the Voice of America to do the 
job that has to be done with world 
opinion in the "cold war.” 
There are. of course, many fne 
examples in America of “ Peo­ 
ple’s Capitalism.” The Bell Tele­ 
phone System is one. The Amer­ 
ican Telephone k Telegraj^ Com­ 
pany has more than 2 million 
.stockholders. No one group of 
persons 
or 
companies 
ow'ns 
more than a few per cent of the 
total. Most of the stockholdera 
are w'orking people who have in­ 
vested some of their savings in a 
company that has proved to be 
superior in telej^one service to 
any government-owned telephone 
system in the world. 
There are sev eral o ther ro m- 
panies, to o , in v ario us industrie.s 
W'hich are o wned by millio ns o f 
indiv idual sto ckho lders. 
The idea that a few rich men 
ow'n America is a falsehood. The 
people of the United Slates con­ 
trol Iheir own economic system.

Despite decades of c a r e f u l 
study, omithologLsts still do not 
know why birds rub their feathers 
with live ants. 
One of nature’s strangest mys­ 
teries, "anting” fa.scinatcs a n d 
confounds bird watchers. A bird, 
cluthmg an ant in its bill, con­ 
torts itself to stroke the insect 
against wing and tail feathers. 
The bird '-eems to cxpenence an 
almost trancehke ecstasy. 
A \ ariety of passerine, or perch­ 
ing. birds indulge in anting at 
times. It IS also practiced by a 
few other birds — for example, 
the wryneck, green woodpecker 
and species of parrots. 
Anting went virtually unnotiei'd 
by bird watchers until 1934 when 
an Australian schoolboy. Peter 
Bradley wrote the nature editor 
of the Melbourne Argus to report 
that he had observed starlings 
placing live ants beneath their 
wings. He wondered why. 
At first the Icfler made little 
impression on the nature editor,

What the world needs at this instant in

affairs is 
a new’ Karl 
von 


Clausewitz, to tell it about the strategy of 


atom ic maneuver, as the great Prussian stu­ 


dent of w arfare told it about the grand 


strategy of his era. 


President Kennedy has declared that the 
United States will exercise its right to carry 
on atomic explosions to match the Soviet 
Union's explosions whenever it believes there 
is something to be gained 
He has assured nations without capacity 
to stage such dem onstrations that the United 
States will be more careful than the Rus­ 
sians have been. But the net impact of his 
declaration is to deepen the impression of 
Monatomic nations that thev are trapped be­ 
tween two great atom ic powers in a contest 
already in progress. 
Tt is not like the saber-rattling of form er 
times, which was harm less as long as the 
sabers were only 
rattled 
and 
not 
lived 
N uclear explosions in the atm osphere are of 
direct concern to all human beings within 
range of the radioactive m aterial dispersed 
into the earth’s atmosphere 


TO TALL the 
explosions 
"tests’* 
is 
a 
euphemism that does not conceal the fact the 
testing has a deadly purpose It is as if the 
Axis Pow ers had earned on such large-scale 
"testing1' of poison gas in 1940 
that 
the 
British. French and Am encan gas-warfare 
experts had been forced to release com par­ 
able quantities of poison gas to prove they 
w ere not going to come out second best in 
a showdown. 
Fortunately, this w asn’t dime Gas was of 


such a nature that testing it would h av rb een 
foolish 
Its release in significant quantities 
might have been fatal to the testers. Gas 
would not have discrim inated between friend 
and foe. 
There is no difference between the radio­ 
activity of atomic blasts, either. 
The United States cannot claim that its 
hazards are negligible and that only the 
Soviet Union creates 
serious hazards. 
If 
ran say it intends to be m ore careful, but 
that will be limited assurance when the Rus­ 
sian propagandists get through with it and 
the neutralists who kept their mouths shut 
about Russian "tests” squeal in consterna­ 
tion about U.S. "tests.” 


THIS IS a kind of w ar 


It is the saber-rattling of the mid-20th cen­ 
tury — but deadly in its new form 
Perhaps therm onuclear bombs are too ter­ 
rible ever to be used directly, but are they 
being used indirectly to bend the will of 
governments and their citizens? . 
A Von Clausewitz could understand this 
and describe if He could build a new school 
of military’ studies on it. 
Lacking a genius to see it whole, we who 
•re affected and could be destroyed can try 
only to see its em erging patterns. 
A w ar of atomic strategy is being fought. 
It 
is being called 
"testing.” W hether it 
is testing only atomic fission, fusion, trigger­ 
ing devices and the like or also the will of 
m ankind to resist is the question

latter is included, there can be no doubt

The thing the late Hag Hammarskjold 
feared most as secretary-general of

United Nations is still gnawing at his suc- 
cesaor, U Thant of Burma 
It Is the bad habit the m ajor powers es­ 
pecially the United States, have formed of 
dumping insoluble problem s on the United 
Nations, then snarling at it for failure to 
rom e up with easy solutions 
The United Nations can be no more than 
the sum of its m em bers’ determination to 
m ake its charter meaningful. It has

separate will or power of its own. If its

must fail—and failure will not be its fau lt 
Dag Hammarskjold was in trouble be­ 
cause he tried to m ake the United Na­ 
tions assert itself strongly — more strongly 
than some of its powerful members wanted 
it to assert itself.

For Pile Birds 


Despite decades of c a r e f u l 
study, ornithologists still do not 
know why birds rub their feathers 
with live ants. 
One of nature s strangest m ys­ 
teries, 
"anting 
fascinates a n d 
confounds bird watchers. A bird, 
cluthing an ant in its bill, con­ 
torts itself to stroke thp insect 
against wing and tail feathers. 
The bird seems to experience an 
almost trancehke ecstasy. 
A variety of passerine, or perch­ 
ing, birds indulge in anting at 
tim es 
It is also practiced bv a 
few other birds — for example, 
the wryneck, green woodpecker 
and species of parrots 
Anting went virtually unnoticed 
by bird watchers until 1934 when
